Barrier, in che Act granting Repreſentation, to 
effectually and for ever prevent them from be- 
ing SEPARATELY taxed by Parliament, or other- 
wiſe, than in the ſame Act, in the ſame Mode, 
and in the ſame Proportion, wherein the Britiſh 
ſubjects reſiding i in Britain are alſo taxed. This 
would remove their fears, and thus might the 
whole of the Britiſh and American Britiſh ſub- 
jects be very honourably, very ſafely, and very 


_ wiſely repreſented, in one central Parliament 


at Weſtminſter, which would clearly operate 
to the great ſtrength and glory of the Britiſh 


Empire, and be attended with abundance of 
real, important, eſſential e to Trade 
| and Commerce. _

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- The American Aſſemblies muſt neverdichels 
be continuzd to them, fcr all their ſeveral inter- 
nal PARTICULAR LOCAL CONCERNS, each de- 
puting from among themſelves certain Mem- 
bers to repreſent them in the Britiſh Parlia- 
ment, where all general laws for. the Naviga- 
tion, protection, general defence, and public 
weal of the whole, ſhould be deliberated and 
decided.

AT this very critical conjuncture, when an 


apparent danger of a civil War between 
Britiſh ſubjects of theſe, and Britiſh American 
Dominions, it may be of ſome uſe to look back 
to the unhappy inlet to the preſent dangerous

furniſh Supplies by Taxation, towards the vaſt

would probably have appeared conſpicuous to 
this day, had not the unexperienced and un-
